The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "protection hood 
installed onto the body of the automobile" in claim 2 must be shown or the feature(s) 
canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered.

Claim Objections 



2. Claims 1 and 2 are objected to because of the following informalities: In claim 1 , 
line 1, it is thought that "automobile" should be changed to -automobiles-. Appropriate 
correction is required. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 



3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 



4. Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 
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In claim 1 , lines 2-3, "two ends" has no clear antecedent basis. On line 3, "hollow 
protection rib" and "plastic pad" have no clear antecedent basis. On line 3, the 
recitation that the protection ribs "are mounted" with a plastic pad is misleading 
and misdescriptive in that the ribs include a plastic end cap or pad but are not 
"mounted" through the plastic pad. On line 4, "appropriate positions" has no 
clear antecedent basis. On the last line, "vertical supporting protection ribs" are 
inferential^ recited and it is unclear whether or not they are part of the claimed 
invention. 

In claim 2, lines 1 -2, "vertical protection rib" have no clear antecedent basis. 
Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 1 and 2, as understood, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Applicant's Prior Art Figure 1 in view of Koch. 

Applicant's Prior Art Figure 1 discloses the claimed invention except for the 
horizontal protection members being tubular and including plastic end caps or 
"plastic pads". 
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Koch discloses a protection device including tubular horizontal protection 
members 12 with "plastic pads" 16. 

It would have been obvious to one of obvious skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to construct the horizontal protection members of Applicant's 
Prior Art Figure 1 to be tubular with plastic pads thereon as taught by Koch for a 
lighter weight protection device arrangement. 

Conclusion 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Jaramillo et al. disclose another grill mounting similar to that of 
the current invention.
